they are but;fatlings ag ainſt the day ot laughter: 
But becauſel doe ſee that this writing eulargeth itſelf beyond that 
which I had determined; I ſhall now begin to draw to an end con- 
cerning his charges againſt the Church of England and the Angel 
cthetqt: and —— here bring the teſt into a ſhort ſumme, and 
they ar theſe, firſt, that theentrãce into the Miniſtery of the Church 
of England is ſuch as for which the uthet teformed Churches may 
be aſhamed: ſecondly that the names of the officers of that Churc 
have not heen heard in the Church, but onely the Biſhops ; finally 
that the Angd ol thas Church, is both a p-riecurer of the brethren, 
and a deceiver ot the Prince: hen I doe conſider theſe things and 
others alſo which I have both ſeen and heard, I cannot but lament & 
deplore the eſtate both. of thoſe moſt noble Princes of England as 
alſo of their poore ſubjeits,which are thus miĩſuſed by thoſe ſonns 
of Anak though I be but a ranger unto them and under the juriſ- 
diction of an other Prince. , lt is now 46 yeres agoe that indeed 
the reformed Churches began to be aſhamed of ſome things which 
they had but heard concerning the eſtate of the Church of England, 
as namely the plurality of benefices , licences of non reſidency , licences to con- 


tract mariaga, the weof me us and the like, which things they then jud- 


gd, not to be a corruption of Chriſtianity, but a manifeſt apoſtaſy 
rom Chriſt: for which ſee my countryman of famous & happy me-

to be Antichniſtun ? & that the very offpring ot every one of them 
is trom the Archhiſhops, a hich very name may nor be at ti ted 
unto any eyther man or Angel witnout blaſphemy aga inſt Chriſt le. 
ſus who is the alone head and cheif-of all Biſkops and paſſour? 
Hare they not alſo ſeen that the manner of worſhippingGod in their 
Cathedral Churches, as they call them, with ſinging men, and fing- 
ing boyes cloathed with white ſurplices, with Orgens and all m an- 
net of muſique? Have they not ſeen and heard that all manner of 
wicked livers both Papiſts and others are conipelled to partake with 
the teſt, and of a multitude, romake the Church and bo- 
dy of Chriſt, and ſo force and compel men to take their condemna- 
tion and judgment? Have they not allo heard and known thar the 
Archbiſbops and Biſhops and others of the officers of that Church 
have ſo many yeeres continually oppoſed and ſhewed themſelves to 
be deadly enemies unto all godly reformation? Yea doubtles, they 
doo know and have known all theſe thingsand many more: But 
how bave they dealt in this reſpect? Have they at any rimeChriſtian- 
ly & ſoundly admoniſhed, reproved,convinced that Church of their 
corruptions by the lawe and word of God as they ought to have 
done? not at al; but they have rather eyther held their peace or flat- 
tered them in their ſinns, or ſo little ſpoken or written of them, as 
that they may well and juſily be aſhamed,of their unkindnes in this 
reſpect towards that Kingdomeand people of whom they have re- 
ceived ſo many benefits in tyme of their calamities & baniſhments.

climb up another Way? And will any man of {dome com- 
but on the protection and keeping! of chic ves the leaſt part of his 


"worldly goods? No, none wilbe fo unwile, for every one knoweth 


that they wil but make a pray of them and ſpoile and robbe them. 
&nd1hall any then be fo — for things of ſo ſmall importance, 
and ſhall he not care unto whom he dooth commit the guidance of 
that which is the princi pall, namely of his loule? Let them alone 
therfore , fur as our ſaviour Chriſt ſayth, they are blind leaders of 
the blind: and both of them ſhall ſurely fall into the pit. 

Finally, the Angelot the Church of England is both a perſecu- 
ter of che brethren and a deceiver of the Prince. Marvelous; and 
is he ſtill for allthis, the Angel of the Church in Mr. Brightmans 
judgement? In mine doubtleſſe he is altogither otherwiſe; even that 
Angel of the bottomleſſe pit, vho is a King over thoſe Locuſts ſpo- 
ken of in the ninth of the Revelation; like unto that wicked Haman 
ſpoken ofin the book of Efther who. both perſecuted the brethreh 
of the Church of God, and alſo deceived the King: but let theſe take 
heed, for God who hath the hearts of Kings & Princes in his hands 
for to turn them as the Rivers of vaters, ſhall no doubt difcover the 
malice of this Angel unto the Princes of that land, and then ſhall 
they be rewarded as Haman was; Beſides. ter every godly Reader 
obſerye, that to be a perſecuter of Gods people and ſaints, is and 
hath been alwayes a ſure mark of Antichriſt and of his kingdome. 

To conclude therfore this _— I wil come unto that which 
wee have ſet for the fourth prayſe of the Church of England, and the 
conclufions that he dooth inſerr therupon, which are theſe. 7 
thags therfore proove that, a double and great good thing dooth abide m 
Engliſh Church, that is to ſay , the preaching of the word, and the Ami- 
wit ration of the ſacraments: &c.his 2. condufion followeth therupon 
thus: T berfore Wicked and blaſpbemoys is their erroxc , Who doo (6 fall away 

this Church as if Chrift were baniſhed Wholly from hence. &c. And 
ſo by this whatſoever ſinns, errours, wickedneſſes abhominations, 
he hath ſhewed before to be, both in the Angel and in the Church 
it elf, all is now cured by this ſalve:ò * miſerable daw bing with 
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— 2 — any preach iu the offioe of an Angel pure ſy 
J d Iyncerely. who is a theife and a robber? Shal any — 
pureiy, whois not lav fully called therunto as Aaron was? Can any 


unla full miniſter adminiſter lawfully the ſeales of Gods Covenant 

unto doggs and ſwyne purely and ſincerely? O ceaſe to doe evill & 
learne to doe good / God who is jealous of his honour and 

ſhall not long ſuffer this wickedacs unpuniſhed. Are the bodies of 

Idola trous Papiſts, or abhominable whores and whoremongers 

and of all manner of wicked ones, the temples of the holy Ghoſtꝭ 

Noz; whoſoever coupleth himſelf with a harlotis made one 

with her, as he witncfkth-ro:the Corinthians: Therfore Chriſt is 

far from that Church in reſpctt of any bleſſing or approving of their 

worſhip, howſoever Mr Brightman perſwaded otherwiſe: And ther: 

fore che two ſynns whereot he accuſed before that Angel ot the Ch: 

pf England, are heve found upon himꝛnamely that in thus writing 

ce hach been both a perſccucor ofthe brethren and a deceiver of the 

Prince: for what greater perſecution could he put upon thoſe poore 

ſoules which have ſeparated themſelves from thoſe evills by himſelfe 

ſet down,then to accuſe or charge them of blaſphemyzyea it is ſuch a 

perſecution as that it is unto death; for by the laue of God, a blali 

phemet muſt dye. And how hath he alſo decei ved the Princes he & 

others of his minde by cauſing them to baniſh and keepe in baniſh- 

ment their moſt loyall and faichfull ſubjects? And indeed although 

I am but a ſtranger unto them and one of an other people, yet the 

truth cauſed me to ſpeak thus in their behalf, that Tknow not any 

people at this day under the Suune more loyall and faithfull unto 

their Prince and country; and more zelous and religious towards 

God, then they are: and theſe things are ſeen in them and among 

them both privately and publikly: yea in ſuch meaſure as that, I am 

fully pet ſwaded that they are, and ſhalbe if they continue faithfull 

1 unto the end, chat people by which cheifly Antichriſt the man of ſin 

ſhalbe rooted out: for by that purity of doctrine which they doe 

teach, & by the ſyncere and publick adminiſtration of the glorious 

Kingdome of Chriſt publikly and before all the people; as alſo by 

profeſſing that glorious liberty in the Goſpel, that if any ſinne bè 

ſhewed or manifeſted unto them by the word of God 15 amended 

whatſoever oppoſition may be to the contrary ;by thoſe things, I ſay, 

by them profeſſed, practiſed, and taught, it is impoſſible — 
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where they have place, Antichriſt can or have any doore to come in. 
And for my part I doe bleſſe the day in which I had that from 
my God to knowe both the people & their faithfull walking in their 
wayes and religion of God; and 7 beſech the Lord of his grace even with 
tears that he vouchſafe to open the eyes of them moſt noble and Wiſe Prince that, 
he may ſee the iuſtice and equity of their cauſe, and cauſe them to ſee his Royal 
face and preſence dgayn with ioy and gladnes of beart under his dominion! and 
wriſditions , Amen. ; 

And ſo I do here end, though many more things might be ſaid 
touching ſeparation from evil, and adjoyning or following that 
which is good: and in deed in a word, wee ſhall not read even from 

the beginning of the world to this day, that there was ever 
any true Church of God truely eſtabliſhed but 
by ſeparation: & therfore this peo- 
ple not to be blaſphemers, 
but true worſhipers 
of God. 
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
